"Great Books' Series 
“Available At Library 


The “Great Books of the West- 
ern World” series has been re- 
cently acquired by the Santa Ana 
College library and is on dis- 
play in Building Q. 

Called “the most ambitious pub- 
lishing project in years” by the 
“Saturday Review of Literature,” 
the series contains the works of 
the world’s greatest thinkers and 
writers. The 54 volume work 
spans several centuries in content 
and has among others the works 
of Plato, Aristotle, Chaucer, Rabe- 
lais, Shakespeare, Cervantes, 
Bacon, Descartes, Newton, Goethe, 
Swift, Melville, Darwin, Marx, 
and Freud. 

The “Great Books” edition is the 
culmination of the efforts of a 
panel headed by Murray Adler 
and Robert Hutchins, and was 
published by the “Encyclopedia 
Brittanica” at a cost well over a 
million dollars. 


Growing on the north side of 
building M is an unusual speci- 
men of the common sunflower 
that has over thirty auxiliary 
flower heads besides the main 
large head at the top.
